It is strange how soon some of the 


w ar's big lessons are forgotten. Many 
critics of the League of Nations ob­ 


ject that in such a League the United 
S tates would surrender some of its 
national sovereignty. 
It may readily be granted that there 
will be some such surrender, no m at­ 
ter what final form the League takes. 
Any kind of government, anywhere, 
ta impossible without some 
delega­ 
tion of authority. 
And there is plen- 
room for discussion over 
the 
precise 
am ount 
of 
authority 
that 
ought to be delegated in this case to 
the central governing body of the 
League. 
But the strange thing about 
most of these argum ents is their ap­ 
parent assumption that this is some­ 
thing new. 
How much independent sovereignty 
has the United States at the present 
time? Let us see. 
We are still tech­ 
nically at war. 
We have still in ex­ 
istence a great m ilitary and naval es­ 
tablishm ent. 
And what is the status 
of that government? 
Up to the tim e of demobilization, 
our fighting forces are under the or­ 
ders of an international war council. 
in which the United States has no 
more representation than it will have 
in the League of Nations council- 
We 
have fought and won this war with 
our navy doing the will of this inter­ 
allied council, and with our expedi­ 
tionary army of 2,000.000 men under 
the command of a French mashal. 


There is no sign 
of 
sovereignty 
which a nation guards more jealously 
than the command of its own army 
and navy. The American government 
and people surrendered this sover­ 
eignty without a murmur, because it 
was so plainly necessary in order to 
win the war. 
For this w ar the Allies, including 
the United Slates, literally pooled not 
only their man power and ship-power, 
but their industrial power and bank­ 
ing power. 
Even our food supply is 
still subject, in large measure, to the 
decisions of an international economic 
council. 
If the United States can surrender 
or delegate so much of its national 
authority to win the war. it can sure 
iy afford to delegate sim ilar a u th o rity 
in sm aller degree to make w ar im­ 
possible hereafter.

If more state highway bonds are 
voted. Orange county la almost cer­ 
tain to have a goodie share of the 
money spent here.

grade and pave a highway dole to 
the coast all tho way from Oxnard 
to Ban Juan Capistrano.

Several month*; ago whoA*"* ll be­ 
came apparent tip i the State Ttigb- 
way Commission was going to urge 
a new bond issue, good road* repre­ 
sentatives from Lo* Angeles, Orange 
and Ventura counties got together and 
started a movement to have the Ox­ 
nard to San Juan Capistrano coast 
road included in whatever considera­ 
tions might arise. 
Those enthusiasts 
have kept on the job, and if there is 
any*btate bond issue at all this road 
is almost sure to he included in the 
•chedule of road* to be built. 
Will Mean Much 
This road will mean a groat deal to 
Orange county and to Orange county 
automobilists. It will add about ferty 
miles ot paved road that hundred* of 
Orange county automobiles will use 
frequently.
